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Within  the  next  several  months  KPFA  plans  to  change 
its  studio  and  office  location.  The  new  location  will 
be  centrally  located  in  Berkeley,  and  the  office  and 
studio  space  will  be  approximately  double  the  floor 
space  at  the  present  location.  We  will  continue  to 
operate  from  2054  University  Ave.  until  the  new  studio 
construction  i3  completed,  and  it  is  expected  that  the 
move  from  the  old  to  the  new  studios  and  office  will 
be  accomplished  with  little  or  no  interruption  in  the 
program  schedule* 

A  frequently  quoted  maxim  at  KPFA  has  been  that 
the  basic  requirement  for  good  broadcasting  is  "imagin- 
ation and  a  fairly  quiet  room.11  A  reasonable  addition 
to  this  would  be  that,  if  one  is  to  maintain  and  ex- 
tend a  live  program  schedule,  imagination  and  several 
quiet  rooms  are  required*  The  more  one  schedules  pro- 
grams  involving  several  participants,  the  greater  the 
traffic  problem  beoomes,  and  thus  far  KPFA  has  been 
operating  from  one  room  and  a  fair-sized  cubicle i

We  have  managed  to  surmount  some  of  the  traffic  prob- 
lems encountered  in  our  one  unventilated  studio  by  a 
mixture  of  good  humor  and  informality,  but  a  point  is 
soon  reached  at  which  it  becomes  impossible  to  pro- 
duce one  program  after  another  from  an  over-sized 
sweat  box*  On  several  ocoasions,  it  has  seemed  that 
the  greater  percentage  of  a  performer^  energy  has 
had  to  be  expended  in  keeping  alive  in  such  a  place 
rather  than  in  concentrating  on  the  program* 

The  projeoted  studio  plan  will  have  many  opera- 
tional advantages  over  our  present  arrangement*  addi- 
tional studios,  rehearsal  and  recording  facilities, 
etc.  The  importance  of  such  additions,  however,  has 
its  primary  referent  in  programing.  Imagination  is 
still  the  key  requisite  in  programing,  but  it  is  lim- 
ited in  accordance  with  its  situation.  The  projected 
move  will  permit  an  approach  to  and  an  extension  of 
programing  which  hitherto  has  been  severely  limited 
due  to  lack  of  operating  room*
